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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 7, 1 0- 1 3, 1 6-26» 28-3 1 , 35 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a noneiected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed 
on ,11/1 9/09. 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Species A (Figures I -6 and 8) in the reply filed on 
1 1/19/09 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the examination of the 
additional species would not seriously burden the examiner. This is not found persuasive 
because the search and examination of the four additional species and the additional claims 
would burden the examiner. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the rear appendages of the element of 
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covering being set perpendicular to the element of covering of claim 2 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR M2 1(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or **New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 
S. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim I, on line 17, "substantially C is C-shaped" should "substantially C-shaped". 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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6. Claim 9 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. The claim appears to recite the limitations previously recited in 
claim 8 from which this claim depends. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-6, 8-9, 14-15, 27, 32-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitations "it" in line 4, "front covering" in line 7, "the rear covering" 
in lines 7-8, "it" in line 14, "closing body" in line 16. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
these limitations in the claim. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "their free ends" in line 4. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. In addition, it is unclear how the rear appendages which 
constitute a part of the "element of covering" can also be set "perpendicular to the element of 
covering** as recited. Perhaps applicant intends to recite that the folding top has two rear 
appendages perpendicular to the element of covering. 

Claim 4 recites the limitations "front covering" in line 4 and "rear covering" in line 5. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 
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Claim 5 recites the limitations "front covering" in line 4 and "rear covering" in line 4. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

Claim 6 recites the limitations "front covering" in line 3 and "rear covering" in lines 2 
and 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

Claim 8 recites the limitations "front covering" in line 2 and "rear covering" in line 3. 

There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

Claim 9 recites the limitations "front covering" in line 2 and "rear covering" in lines 3-4. 
t 

There is insufTiciient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

Claim 14 recites the limitation "the outer frame" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 15 recites the limitation "the outer frame" in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 33 recites the limitations "the bodywork" in lines 3 and 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

10. Claims 1-6,8-9, 14-15, 27, 32, 34, as best understood, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by EP '394. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinaiy skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived.by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

12. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (0 or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

1 3. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over EP *394 as 
applied above and in view of Beerman et al. (2,836,457). 

EP '394 lacks the transparent panel (window) being displaced parallel to itself in a 
substantially vertical direction. Beerman et al. teach this feature as seen in Figures 1 and 4. The 
transparent panel or window 8, translates in a substantially vertical direction from an extracted 
position (Figure 1, and solid lines of Figure 4) to a retracted position (dashed lines of Figure 4). 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to have provided the transparent panel of EP '394 to translate in a manner as taught by Beerman 
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et ah in order to allow the panel to move into a retracted position out of the way allowing for 
optimal space savings.
